London, June 2~Telegrama from
different points seom to oconfirm the
report that General Kuropatkin is at-
tempting a diversion in the direction
of Port Arthur. Russian reinforce-
ments, according to a dispatch from
Tientsin, are moving southward from
Kai Ping toward Wafangtien under
General Stalkenburg. They aggregete
12,000 men. Another brigade is Tollow-
ing, the intention being to engage the
Japanese now at Port Arthur in their
rear,

Japs Landing Troops.
Chefoo, June 8.—The Jupanese have
loaded another lot of troops at Teing
Tullse (Cheng Thaits Bu), about 20
miles southeast of Takurhan. A Chi-
nese junk arriving from there Bays
that 70 warships and transporis have
discharged troopa there. One thousand
woldiers have been garrisoned ashore,
Relntorcoments for the Japanese army
which is attacking Port Arthur have
been landed northenst of Tallenwan
but the number Is unknown.
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Russians Moving South.
